In the course of -the argument 
Freud examines the causes of anti- 
Semitism, the contlnucd existence af 
the Jewish race, and will offend 
large sections of public opinion by 
hls whole treatment of religion 
which he sees as a counterpart of 
neurosis In the individual.

Motors had been accepted by the 
Military ‘Authoritics. 

Mr, O. E, C, Marton’ prosecuted on 
behalf of. Rellance Motors, and Mr, 
F, a Loseby. nppeared for. Sykes. 

r. J. A. Duff, Director of Rellance 
Motors Ltd, was re-examined by, Mr, 
Marton, i 

Mr, Marton: If the contract had 
fone ‘through, would Sykes suave been 
entitled to sue Rellance Mutors for 


commission? 

Mr, Loseby: I object on the 
question of law, I say the contract 
was Illegal. 

Mr, Marton: J am prepared to let 
the ‘question drop. Mr. Duff has 
made it quite clear that he was act- 
‘ing on behalf of Rellance Motors and 
Sykes knew it. 

Mr: Loseby: I must ask Mr. 
Marton to stop asking his witness 
leading questions,’ 

Mr, Edwards said he agreed with 
Mr. Loseby, and the question wag 
dropped. 

When a cash book was produced 
for Mr. Duff to give evidence on, Mr, 
Loseby objected to it, alleging that 
the entries it contained had not been 
made at the time. 

Mr, Marton: The book is being 
produced to show what money was 
advanced by Rellance Motors, 

Pald. Against L0.U.'s 

Mr. Duff, referring to an entry for 
$2,250, said that he and his brother 
had advanced $150 and Jater $350 to 
Sykes during. the Jast days of 
Yebruary. The amounts ,were paid 
out of cash funds “against 1.0.U's 
which witness had drawn personally. 
On March 6, $500 was handed over to 
Sykes, und on March 7, he was given 
$1,250. 

During the course of Mr. Duff's 
evidence, Mr. Loseby made ao remark 
to Mr, Marton ‘which caused the 
latte {o protest stronyly to his Wor- 
ship. “I object to Mr. Loseby's re- 
mark that the whole book is cooked,” 
said Mr, Marton, 

His Worship: I did not hear the 
remark. If it was said, I must say 
it was a very unfor tunate one, 

Mr. Loseby: I merely made it as 
a private remark to Mr, Marton, 

Continuing, Mr, Duff sald that the 
retelpt made out on_his instructions 
‘had been signed by Sykes on March 
28, Rellance Motors Federal Incor- 
porated was registered In Shanghal, 
but was not entitled to do busl-— 
ness in Hongkong. Reliance Motors 
Ltd, was firat registered = in 
Shanghai and transferred to Hong- 
kong in September Jast year. The 
purpose of the transfer was to carry 
on business in the Colony. In his 
capacity as general manager, he had 
contro] of the purchase and sales of 
cars. He ‘had little to do with the 
office work, 

Questioned regarding the putting 
of the name “Reliance Motors Trans- 
port Company” on the military ques= 

“Monaire, Mr- Duff said that that name 
was used in order to avoid confusion 
with Reliance Motors Ltd. The type 
of business entatled in the military 
contract was entirely different from 
the busines she was carrying on, and

“He is entitled to a salute of 
guns. He must be accorded 
every dignity by foreign mis- 
sions or ships visiting his capi- 
tal. For he is the representa- 
tive of the King in an outpost of 
the great British Empire. 

Within his own particular 
governorship he is ruler. For 
the most part he is responsible 
only to the Crown and the home 
Government as typified in the 
Colonial Office. Government 
House is the political ns‘well as 
social centre of the territory to 
which he iy appointed, : 

In certain colonies, like Gibral- 
tar, Malta, Aden, Kenya, and 
Jamaica, he also holds important 
military as well*as administra- 
tive powers. 

In places like Borneo his power 
is chiefly dependent on the wis- 
dom.with whicly he governs the 
natives and the ability of the 
various Residents .who are sta- 
tioned in the more remote places, 
A certain glamour attaches to 
such positions, although they 
may be most monotondus and 
onerous. ; . 

Sometimes he receives a very 
comfortable salary. For example 
the Governor of Nigeria is paid 
£6,600 a year. In Jamaica the 


“salary of the Governor is £5,500 


and in Trinidad even more. But 
the Governor of such a pictures- 
que island ag St. Helena has to 
be content with a miserly £1)- 

000. eee 

But no. matter what their 
salaries or the amenities attach- 
ing to the various appointments, 
each Governor of a Colony has 
wide powers. He-is the. repre- 
sentative of the King. His 
position is symbolic of the great 
‘British Empire, which includes 
one-quarter of the world’s sur- 
face, . . 

- The picture we have been look- 
ing at is one in which glamour, 
social status, the dignity of rank, 
the pomp of ceremony play a 
part. : 


Where Is It? 


AND * now. look at the 
pel ~ Landon headquarters 
of our Colonial Empire, a head- 
quarters in environment  well- 
nigh incredible in its shabbiness. 

Most people know that the 
Colonial Office is somewhere in 
Whitehall. Yet although it is 
the hub of the greatest Empire 
in the world, it is. impossible to 
point out to the atranger exactly 
where the office is situated. It’ 
rambles in a mysterious way 
among the corridors of a huge 
building,. which also contains the 
Foreign Office, the India Office, 
and the Home Office. 

The Colonial Office finds ac- 
commodation where it can. It 
do¢s not seem to have any be- 
ginning; and it ends up some- 
where in‘ an upper floor under

A Forlorn Staircase 


NEARLY opposite the 
Privy Council Office in 
Downing-strect there is a-low 
door, On one side is a plate 
“Colonial Office’ and on the 
other’ “Dominions - Office.” It 
gives entry to a dingy basement 
and a bleak, forlorn stone stair- 
case. 


It is the entrance most favour- 
ed by the two Seeretaries of 
State. 

As you approach the — stairs 
your path is almost blocked by 
great piles of brown paper par- 
cels. The high. walls were once

The Dust Of Months 


ABOVE is another stair- 

_~* case and underneath it 
a faded model of the College of 
Tropical Agriculture in Trinidad, 
and a table piled high with files, 
heavy in dust and dirt, which 
have not been disturbed for 
months, ~ , 

On the other side is a table 
where lies a book in which many 
of the 300 officials—the men and 
women who work in this desolate 
atmosphere—have to sign their 
numes on arrival in the morning, 

This is the environment of tne 
office of our great Empire. If 
you explore the upper floors you 
will find rooms with completely 
inadequate lighting and very 
little ventilation. ‘The furnish- 
ing are almost universally of a 
quality which would be rejected 
by a common lodging-house, 

Officials complain, but say that 
they can do nothing.

Three hundred officials, ag I 
say, are crowded into these neg- 
lected rooms, When ‘the crisis 
camo: last September it was 
found that the foundationg were 
weak and that they would not 
possibly support the fabric of 
the heavy butlding above. In 
consequence, all. the basement 
offices have been evacuated so 
that the space could be made in-

Suicide 


O-DAY is the twentieth anniver- 

sary of the greatest destruction 

of marine power, in one day, known 
throughout the ages, 

. The toll of that day was fifty modern 

fighting ships, some large, some small; 

dreadnought battleships, battle- 


cruisers, crulsers, torpedo-boat des- |19 


troyers—-gone to the bottom by 
voluntary action. 

The sinking of the German Ficet 
at-Scapa-Flow, in-the~Orlmcys,has 
been brought before the public from 
time to time by the publication of 
reports dealing with the salvage of 
these vessels, 

Owlng to international and other 
reapons, no active steps were taken 
in regard to salvaging ‘the scuttled 
fiect until the Spring of 1924. An 
enterprising firm then acquired a 
lurge Germann floating dry dock, de- 
signed for submarine repair and test- 
ing work, which poved dduptable to 
the pecullur salvage work in prospect. 
In no cose was the depth of water 
very great in the positions cccupicd 
by the sunken ships; some. of them 
had their upper.works visibie, and 
some wero totally submerged. The 
great battle-crulser Hindenburg had 
settled down on her keel, in an up~ 
right position, her masts and funnels 
showing; but events proved her 
silvage to be anything but a simple 
matter. : 

After one or two failures this great 
ship was finally raised and towed, 
as were other salvaged ships, to the 
dockyard at Rosyth for breaking up. 
Other great battleships were lying 
on their side, some fully, and others 
partly, submerged. Each ship pre- 
sented o problem in itself. In the 
case of some of them, notably the 
light-crulser Bremse and the battle- 
ship Kaiser, the ships, after. being 
raised, were towed upside-down from 
Scapa Flow to the Firth of Forth.

Hiteh- 
cock ond Stewart Iyichart, every one 
of whom carrics a ten-goal handicap 
—the highest ranking in polo. The 
plun went awry when, a few days 
before the series was due to start at 
Meadow Brook, Long Island, on Junc. 
4, Cecil Smith was hurt, and at the 
last moment Winston Guest, a former 
Westchester Cup player, was invited 
to fill the vacancy, Though not a 
ten-goal player ike the others, Guest 
nevertheless has had a great deal of 
experience of international polo, and 
furthermore he is a No, 4 player or 
back—just the man the Americans 
needed; for there was not a_ player 
amongst the “dream” team with much 
first-hand experience at heading off 
the opposition. In the first two mat- 
ches, the Americans, fielding the team 
of Phipps, Hitchcock, Iglehart and 
Guest,-won- and--retained- the- West- 
chester Cap. In the third game play- 
ed on Sunday, Smith came into the 
team in place of Guest, and the 
“dream” team, conceding ten goals 
handicap, were beaten by 17 goals to 
14. 


First In History

T° clean spinach in o matter of 
seconds, place it In a large con- 
talner of warm water an hour. or 
more before it Is required. The 
girl will sink to the bottom, and after 
a final rinse beneath the cold water 
tap, it is ready for coolting. 

- If apples are cooked in the Cana- 
dian fashion, the tedious ‘job of peel- 
Ing them. can be dispensed with, 
Core and quarter the apples, ond 
stew for the usual time.
